Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

1.  1  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Thirty-Fourth 
Annual  Report.  I  did  not  expect  to  be  called  upon  to  write 
this  Report,  as  I  resigned  some  time  before  the  end  of  the  year, 
but,  owing  to  certain  delays  in  the  appointment  of  my  successor, 
I  was  requested  to  hold  office  until  past  the  end  of  the  year, 
therefore  it  falls  to  me  to  record  again  the  vital  statistics  of  the 
Borough. 

POPULATION. 

2.  According  to  the  Registrar-General,  the  population  for 
the  Birth-rate  is  estimated  at  21,723,  and  for  the  Death-rate 
20,853. 

3.  This  population  shows  an  increase  on  the  previous  year 
'of  168. 

BIRTHS. 

4.  The  number  of  Births  occurring  in  the  year  was  342, 
compared  with  365  in  1918,  giving  a  Birth-rate  exactly  identical 
with  that  of  the  previous  year,  namely,  15.74. 

5.  The  number  of  illegitimate  births  registered  was  25,  as 
compared  with  26  in  1918. 

i  DEATHS. 

6.  The  figures  of  the  Registrar-General  as  to  the  number  of 
deaths  registered  in  the  Borough,  with  the  due  correction  made 


for  persons  dying  outside,  and  strangers  dying  within  the 
Borough,  was  241,  27  less  than  in  the  previous  year,  giving  a 
Death-rate  of  11.56,  one  which  may  be  considered  satisfactory. 


7.  The  following  Table  shows  the  Birth,  Death,  and

8.  Of  the  241  Deaths  registered  in  the  Borough,  16  occurred 
in  children  under  a  year,  compared  with  26  and  20  in  the  two 
previous  years.  This  gives  a  rate  of  Infant  Mortality  of  47, 
compared  with  68  in  the  previous  year,  which  will  compare  very 
favourably  with  any  previous  year,  or  with  any  similar  town 
in  the  country. 

9.  The  following  Table  shows  at  a  glance  the  Rates  of 
Infant  Mortality  per  cent :  —

10.  As  a  result  of  an  examination  of  the  causes  of  these 
infantile  deaths,  I  find  that  with  the  exception  of  one  death 
from  Dysentery,  not  a  single  death  was  due  to  any  of  the  ordi¬ 
nary  infectious  diseases  of  infancy. 
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11.  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  diminution  noted  last 
year  in  Premature!  Birth,  Pneumonia  and  Debility  has  been 
maintained. 

12.  The  percentage  of  aged  people  dying — that  is  those  over 
65  years  of  age — is  again  high.  Out  of  the  241  deaths,  113  were 
65  years  and  upwards,  giving  a  percentage  of  deaths  in  old 
people  of  46  per  cent.,  a  very  high  and  satisfactory  figure. 


ZYMOTIC  DISEASES. 


13.  In  Sutton  Coldfield  nearly  every  year  we  are  able  to 


show  a  very  low  Death-rate  from  Zymotic  Diseases ;  this  year, 
however,  its  records  have  eclipsed  all  others,  and  the  rate  is  in 

000.  The  only  deaths  from  these  diseases 
were  one  from  Enteric  Fever  and  three  from  Diphtheria  and 
Croup. 


fact  only  0.19  per  1, 


14.  There  was  no  mortality  from  Small-pox,  Measles, 
Scarlet  Fever,  Whooping  Cough,  or  Diarrhoea,  while  the  case  of 
Enteric  Fever  was  undoubtedly  contracted  outside  the  town,  the 
patient  having  been  away  for  a  holiday  shortly  before. 


15.  Scarlet  Fever. — Only  12  cases  of  this  disease  were  re¬ 
ported,  just  half  the  number  of  the  previous  year.  The  type  was 
mild  and  no  fatality  occurred. 


16.  Measles  and  German  Measles. — 295  cases  were  notified 
during  the  year,  and  yet  not  a  single  death  occurred.  This  to 
my  mind  speaks-  volumes  for  the  attention  given  to  the  homes 
by  the  Health  Visitor  and  others  engaged  in  the  work. 

17.  Diphtheria. — 26  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  reported,  a 
larger  number  than  ini  the  two  previous  years,  but  still  few  com¬ 
pared  with  many  past  years.  This  disease  chiefly  occurred  in 
Hill  Ward,  16  of  the  cases  occurring  there.  Of  the  whole  cases, 
13  were  removed  to  Hospital. 

18.  No  serious  sanitary  defects  were  found  in  any  of  the 
premises.  29  -swabs  sent  by  medical  practitioners  were  sub¬ 
mitted  to  bacteriological  examination,  and  of  these  ten  proved 
positive. 
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19.  Diarrhoea  and  Dysentery.- — I  have  previously  said  that 
no  death  occurred  from  this  disease,  and  we  had  no  recurrence 
of  the  epidemic  which  was  a  marked  feature  of  the  sanitary  con¬ 
dition  of  the  previous  autumn. 

20.  Poliomyelitis. — One  case  of  this  disease — which  proved 
fatal— occurred  in  Maney  Ward,  in  a  child  two  years  of  age. 

21.  Influenza. — Influenza  became  prevalent  in  the  first 
quarter  of  the  year.  Altogether,  39  cases  of  Influenza  and 
Pneumonia  were  reported,  nearly  half  of  them  occurring  in 
1  hi  Id  mere  Ward.  The-  mortality  figure,  as  I  have  previously 
stated,  was  23,  just  about  half  that  of  the  two  epidemics  in  the 
serious  outbreak  of  the  previous  year. 

22.  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.— 14  deaths  were  registered 
from  Phthisis,  2  less  than  in  the  previous  year.  The  total 
number  of  cases  notified  was  19.  This  to  my  mind  is  very  strong 
evidence  that  many  omissions  of  notification  occurred.  This  is  a 
serious  matter  having  regard  to  the  expensive  efforts  now  being 
made  to  reduce  the-  prevalence  of  this  disease.  Every  case 
reported  was  visited,  advice  being  given,  disinfectants,  leaflets 
and  sputum  bottles  being  also  given  if  necessary,  while  disin¬ 
fection  in  suitable  cases  was  always  carried  out.  Only  three 
samples  of  sputum  suspected  of  containing  tubercular  bacilli  were 
forwarded  for  examination,  and  two  of  them  proved  positive. 

23.  Cancer,  Malignant  Disease. — Again  there  is  a  slight- 
increase  shown  in  the  number  of  deaths,  the  figures  being  34  as 
compared  with  30  in  the  previous  year. 

HEALTH  VISITOR’S  WORK. 

24.  Miss  E.  Margaret  Stevenson,  the  County  Council 
Health  Visitor,  reports:  — 

Infants. — During  the  year  164  first  visits  to  infants  have 
been  made,  and  of  these  62  per  cent,  attend  more  or  less  regu¬ 
larly  at  the-  weekly  session  of  the  Infant  Welfare  Centre.  In 
addition,  606  re-visits  to  the  homes  have  been  added.  There  has 
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been  no  marked  epidemic  affecting  infants  during  the  whole 
year. 

25.  Infant  Welfare  Centre-- — The  total  attendances  at  the 
Infant  Centre  number  2,947,  making  an  average  attendance  of 
60  mothers. 

26.  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. — Two  cases  were  notified, 
each  bad  in  type.  One  recovered  completely,  one  resulted  in 
partial  blindness  of  one  eye.  Twenty  visits  were  paid. 

27.  Tuberculosis. — Twenty  cases  were  notified,  21  first 
visits  were  made,  and  *91  re-visits.  There  is  a  definite  improve¬ 
ment  in  ventilation  in  certain  cases. 

28.  Midwives. — There  are  five  Midwives  in  the  Borough, 
one  of  whom  is  trained  (now  resigned).  Two>  are  unable  to 
practice  owing  to  ill-health.  In  consequence  the  midwifery 
service  of  the  whole  Borough  is  supplied  by  two  bona-fide  women. 
Nine  inspections  were  done,  and  generally  speaking  were  satis¬ 
factory.  In  addition,  50  visits  were  paid  in  relation  to  practice. ” 

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

I  am  indebted  to  the  Borough  Surveyor  (Mr.  W.  A.  H. 
Clarry)  for  the  following  Report :  — . 

29.  “  There  are  still  many  causes  delaying  the  development 

of  Building  Estates  and  the  erection  of  property  on  existing 
roads  which  necessitate  the  extension  of  the  drainage  system. 
Two  contracts  are  being  entered  into,  one  for  an  extension  of  the 
sewer  in  Sherrifoot  Lane,  the  other  for  a  sewer  and  surface 
water  drain  in  Coles  Lane.  It  has  been  possible  to  resume  the 
regular  flushing  and  disinfecting  of  the  sewers  and  drains.  Ten 
connections  were  made  to  the  Public  Sewer  to  drain  9  houses. ’’ 

REFUSE  DESTRUCTOR. 

30.  “  A  total  of  3,496  tons  of  house  and  trade  refuse  was 

collected  a.nd  delivered  at  the  Destructor,  where  it  was  destroyed 
in  the  cells,  and  the  steam  raised  utilised  to  generate  174,530

units  of  electricity ,  giving  an  average  of  49.937  units  for  every 
tom  of  refuse  destroyed.  All  these  figures  are  an  increase  on 
those  of  last  year,  being  236  tons  of  refuse  and  21,703  units  of 
electricity  more,  with  an  increase  in  the  average  of  3.05  units 
per  ton.  The  clinker  is  still  being  used  to  raise  the  land  forming 
the  Destructor  site.” 


NEW  BUILDINGS. 

31.  “  Ninety-one  plans  were  approved  during  the  year  for 
140  houses,  public  garages,  motor  houses,  additions,  alterations, 
etc.,  compared  with  23  plans  for  1  house,  &c.,  in  1918.  Included 
in  the  140  houses  are  104  under  the  Council’s  Housing  Scheme.” 

32.  “  Seven  houses  were  passed  on  completion  and  certified 
fit  for  occupation,  as  against  1  in  the  preceding  year.” 

* 

HOUSING  AND  TOWN  PLANNING. 

33.  “  From  the  number  of  houses  submitted  for  approval 
by  the  Housing  Committee,  it  will  be  seen  that  progress  is  being 
made  with  the  Housing  Schemes.” 

34.  “  Nine  sites  are  at  present  under  consideration  on 
which  it  is  proposed  to  erect  254  houses.  Of  this  number  tenders 
are  before  the  Committee  for  the  erection  of  86.” 

35.  “So-  much  additional  work  has  had  to  be  done  for  the 
housing  needs  of  the  Borough,  that  the  careful  consideration 
which  it  is  necessary  to  devote  to  the  draft  Town  Planning 
Scheme  could  not  be  given.” 

MATTERS  OF  GENERAL  INTEREST. 

36.  Four  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  13  of  Diphtheria  were 
removed  to  Hospital,  a  very  much  smaller  number  of  cases  for 
isolation  than  it  is  customary  to  record. 

37.  I  kept  in  touch  continually  with  the  School  Attendance 
Officer,  who  returned  each  week  the  number  of  children  away 
from  the  Schools  suffering  from  infectious  diseases,  of  which  good 
use  was  made  by  visiting  the  homes  of  the  children,  and  dealing 
with  the  cases  as  circumstances  offered.

38.  The  general  inspection  work  of  the  Borough  has  been 
thoroughly  well  carried  out,  much  better  than  in  the  previous 
year,  when  we  had  to  deplore  the  illness  of  the  Assistant  In¬ 
spector,  who  I  am  pleased  to  say  has  entirely  recovered. 

39.  Six  samples  of  the  public  water  supply  were  analysed 
and  gave  satisfactory  results. 

40.  Owing  to  the  difficulties  in  housing  accommodation, 
several  cases  of  overcrowding  were  found'  in  different  parts  of  the 
Borough,  all  of  which  were  dealt  with  as  well  as  circumstances 
would  permit. 

41.  Thirty-five  visits  were  paid  to  Slaughter  Houses,  74  to 
Dairies  and  Milk  Shops,  and  78  to  Cowsheds.  The  Inspector 
reports  that  during  the  year,  owing  to  the  action  of  the  Food 
Controller,  only  three  of  the-  Slaughter  Houses  were  in  actual 
use.  Two  of  these  were  maintained  in  a  satisfactory  condition, 
but  in  one  case  the  Inspector  had  to  serve  two  notices  to  abate 
nuisances. 

42.  Only  one  offensive  trade'  still  exists  in  the  Borough,  that 
of  a  tripe  boiler  .  As  a  general  rule  the  conduct  of  the  place  has 
been  satisfactory,  but  on  several  occasions  the  Inspector  drew 
attention  to  niusance  arising  from  the  conduct  of  the  business. 

43.  The  supervision  of  Food  and  Drugs  has  been  thoroughly 
carried  out  by  the  County  Food  and  Drug  Inspectors,  the 
number  of  samples  purchased  per  head  of  the  population  being 
ample. 

44.  Vaccination. — As  regards  Vaccination,  I  regret  again 
to1  observe  that  in  94  cases  conscientious  objections  were  made, 
an  increase  of  16  on  the  previous  year.  The  number  of  cases 
certified  as  successfully  vaccinated  was  exactly  the  same  as  in  the 
previous  year,  namely,  225.  I  have  nothing  further  to  add  to 
what  I  have  often  written  as  to  the  danger  to  which  the  popula¬ 
tion  of  the  Borough  is  exposed  by  the  neglect  of  vaccination. 

45 .  The  usual  Tables  referring  to  the  Inspection  of  Factories 
and  Workshops  are  appended,  and  are  satisfactory,  while, 
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thanks  again  to  Mr.  Olarry,  I  am  able  to  acid  a  Table  of  the 
Meteorological  conditions  observed  in  the  Borough.  The  main 
points  to  be  observed  are  that  the  rainfall  was  considerably 
higher — nearly  5  inches — than  in  the  previous  year,  though  only 
five  more  rainy  days  occurred.  The  mean  temperature  of  the 
year  was  low,  being  2.1  degrees  lower  than  the  previous  year. 
It  is  very  satisfactory  to  observe  that-  97  more  hours  of  bright 
sunshine  were  registered,  this  tending  to  make  the  year  a 
pleasant  one  from  the  point  of  view  of  weather.  May  was  the 
most  sunny  month,  as  in  the  previous  year,  while  September  and 
October  both  showed  a  great  excess  of  bright  sunshine  compared 
with  the  previous  year. 


CONCLUSION. 

46.  It  is  a  great  satisfaction  to  me,  in  finally  taking  leave  of 
official  health  duties  in  the  Borough,  to  be  able  to  record  that 
during  the  year  the  lowest  rate  of  Infant  Mortality,  and  the 
lowest  death-rate  from  zymotic  disease  were  reported,  and  after 
all  these  are  two  of  the  most  important  points. 

47.  I  need  not  again  summarise  the  conditions  during  the 
long  period  I  have  held  office,  as  I  did  so  in  my  previous  Report, 
but  suffice  it  to  say  now  that  I  lay  down  my  official  work  after 
36  years,  with  a  confidence  that,  while  very  much  has  been  done 
to  maintain  the  high  standard  of  health  among  the  people  in 
the  past,  conditions  are  now  such,  under  the  stimulus  of  public 
opinion  and  legislation,  as  to  ensure  not  only  that  the  progress 
recorded  will  be  maintained,  but  that  further  progress  making 
for  the  welfare  of  the  people  will  be  assured. 

48.  Again  expressing  my  thanks  for  the  courtesy  and  con¬ 
sideration  received  from  your  Committee  to  the  very  last,  and 
thanking  also  my  brother  officers  for  the  help  continually 
received,
